EARS ago. back in 1915, the Santa Ana board of 
Ven made arrangements to add two years of 
college work to the city educational system. At first there 
were but few students in the college, and of necessity the 
classes were small. being held in the administration build:

“One of our strongest traditions. the annual Spanish 
Fiesta Day. is largely responsible for the rapid growth of 
the college. Every spring a Don and Dona are elected by 
popular vote to reign over the festivities of the day. Prom- 
inent authors. play writers. singers. and historians are fea- 
tured on the programs. while Los Angeles and Long Beach 


papers. as well as local publications, publish stories about 


the affair. Seniors of all the Orange county high schools 
are invited to the afternoon program each year, and many 
of our Freshmen tell us that is one of the reasons why they 
came to Santa Ana, because they had been introduced to 
the ways of college life in a brief few hours.

& EL ANO™ is to make its initial appearance in June, 

BD: ten years the Santa Ana junior college year- 
hook has been called “Algol”. But as the traditions of the 
college were changed after the book had been named. 
the students of the college this year saw fit to introduce 
a new name. more in keeping with the theme of the Don 
and Dona of old Spanish California. Around this name 
“Del Ano”. which in Spanish means “of the 
year” traditions will be built that will fit in 
with the theme. 

Active work on “Del Ano” will) start) im- 
mediately after Christmas vacation, it was 
learned from this year’s editor. Betty Ma- 
loney. The theme will of course be that of 
Spanish. It is possible that the hook will con- 
tain a few more pages than last year, and it 
is going to be necessary for a few hundred 
more copies to be printed. due to the increase 
in enrollment.

To Fred Wright goes the distinction of editing the first 
publication for Santa Ana junior college. In 1921. the 
first year-book came out. dedicated to KE. M. Nealley. pre- 
sent instructor in’ Philosophy. Psychology. and Ethics. 
About that time it had became sort of a fad to give names 
from stars. and so the year-book was given the name “Al- 
vol. which is one of the stars. The book contained 75 
pages. 

It is interesting to note the make-up of the first “Algol”. 
The first page contained a full-page cut of Mr. Nealley. 
then Dean of the college. The last half of the book con- 
tained news. jokes. stories. and poems. The faculty mem- 
bership of the college at that time numbered 16. Eight of 
the 1921 faculty are on the present one: J. Russell Bruff. 
head of the science department: E. M. Nealley. Etta: Mae 
Conkle. chemistry: Mrs. Eleanor Northeross. Enelish. bk. 
C. Phillips. drama: Mary Swass. Spanish: Mrs. J. 1. 
Tessmann. astronomy: and Mabel G. Whiting. mathe- 
matics. 

The 1922 year-book was edited by Robert: Gerwing. 
and dedicated to Mrs. Jennie Lasby Tessmann. originator 
of the name. An interesting feature of the edition is that 
at the top of each page was a drawing of a star. repre- 
senting the star “Algol”. This copy was 76. pages. 

To President D. K. Hammond the 1923 “Algol” was 
dedicated. and was under the editorship of Overton Luhr. 
a freshman in the college. A good share of the edition 


was taken up by news items and literary articles by the

students. At that time there was no college newspaper: 
the college news was given a column in the high school 
paper, 

Again in 1924 the “Algol” was dedicated to hk. M. Neal- 
ley. The following caption is found under the dedication 
picture of Mr. Nealley: “In recognition of his unselfish 
service which has meant so much to Santa Ana junior 
college.” This annual. edited by George Mor- 
ton, had increased in size to 100 pages. Tt is 
interesting to note that a complete list of the 
eraduates of S.A. J.C. from 1916 up to that 
time was given. 

Because of the appearance on the campus 
in 1925 of a college newspaper. the year-book 
of that year was but OF pages. News articles 
were omitted. This book was edited by Ray- 
mond Vandruff, and dedicated to J. Russell 
Bruff. present head of the science department 
and adviser for extra-curricular activities. 

The “Algol” of 1926. which was edited by 
Robert O’Brien. introduced the new feature of 
playing up the San Juan Capistrano Mission 
throughout the entire copy. This was probably the first 
hint of Spanish traditions for Santa Ana junior college. 
This was the first year that the book was printed in the 
college print shop. The printing was under the supervision 
of Thomas E. Williams. present printing instructor. 

Theodore Jessee. editor of the 1927 issue brought out 
an entirely new portrayal of Spanish life. using: silhou- 
ettes of old Spanish explorers throughout the book. 

Miss Mydas Capps. editor of the 1928 year-book brought 
out another theme. Cuts and illustrations of Neptune. and 
under water gardens were used in making the theme, The 
hook was dedicated to “The Dons of Future Years”. 

Using the college colors of red and black. the 1029 
~Aleol” edition was edited by Miss Eleanor Turner. and 
contained 130 pages. the largest in the history of the 
school up to that time. 

Last year’s book. edited by Lavinia Compton. was pro- 
claimed the best in the history of Santa Ana college. and 
was given second place among the vear-books of the 
State of California. It was second only to that of Los An- 
veles junior college: the award being given at the recent 
California Press Association Convention at Pasadena. 
where over twenty of the junior colleges of the state were 
represented. The book was dedicated to the great) Santa 

Ana championship football team. and carried the theme 
of the Spanish Don and Dona throughout. 

Miss Maloney and her staff have had several meetings 
already this year. and they are confident they can repeat 
the success of former years and make the first “Del Ano® 
the ereatest. yearbook Santa Ana junior college in’ her 
fifteen years has ever known. There is also much specula- 
tion on the campus as to the dedication of the annual.

Art. who is a return- 
ine letterman and a former Santa Ana high school star. 
should place high in the conference this season. The pre- 
sent record. made by Jacques last season. is five feet 111s 
inches. Art and Bob are two of the three Jacques brothers. 
the other being Paul. now in his final vear at Santa Ana 
high and who is expected to enroll in Santa Ana junior 
college. 

Leland Dresser—A letterman of last year. Dresser 
should prove to be a valuable man in the E40-vard dash 
next season, 

Carl Schoenberg- Competing in the sprints and middle 
distances, Schoenberg has had experience both on high 
school and junior college teams in Santa Ana. He can be 
depended upon always to contribute a point or two in any 
meet. Carl should be at his best this season. 

Warren Schutz—-Small but always up among the win- 
ners. Schutz specializes in the 440: he should do well in 
1931, which will be his last year in junior college. 

Melvin Beatty -Holding the school record in the jave- 
lin. which, by the way. is farther than the Jaysee confer: 
ence record, Beatty will be counted upon to contribute his 
Iwo or three points in Santa Ana's favor again. His record 
is 175 ft. bin. 

Ervin Watkins Hailing from Tustin. where last) vear 
he brought honors to Coach Bill Cole's Farmer team by 
placing second in the 880-yard run of the California state 
track festival.

ize a club which would have for its purpose the re- 
cognition of those students who had performed some worth- 
while service to the school. or who had taken some prom- 
inent part in campus activities. Mrs. ‘Tessmann and Mr. 
Nealley were appointed advisers. In that way Beta Gamma 
was started, 

Election to Beta Gamma is based upon service to the 
school. participation in’ extra-curricular activities, ‘char- 
acter, and a reasonably high scholastic standing. Member- 
ship is limited to five per cent of the total enrollment: of 
the regular students.

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A PEEK INTO THE 
FILES OF THE PAST 


66 L DON™ has not always been the six column, four 

rr. publication which it is today. For nine years 
the Santa Ana junior college did without a weekly news- 
paper. Today it has grown to the six-column four page 
weekly, and is a member of the California Press Associ- 
ion, and “The National Scholastic Press A sociation.” 

On November 6. 1924 several enterprising students took 
it upon themselves to start the first newspaper, and named 
it “The Junior College News”. which was simply a few 
columns on a back page of the Santa Ana high school 
“Generator”. For five weeks the junior college events were 
published in this form, when connections with the high 
whool publication were finally severed. and the publica- 
Hion became separate. 

The first editor was Dorothy Cartwright. with John Me- 
Coy, now working on the Orange News. as Associated 
Editor. It was a four column four page edition. 

When registration for the fall term of 1926 began, stu- 
dents were greeted with a five column weekly college 
paper. Under the leadership of Alfred Ault. editor the 
paper developed many valuable features, particularly a 
first page editorial column entitled “Commenter”. which 
was similar to the present “Over the Editor’s Desk”. 

The second and third quarter of this college year saw 
Mary F. Lewis. and John Winterbourne. respectively as 
editors continuing the work began by Ault. Many new de- 
partments were introduced, and the old ones continued. 

After spring vacation of 1926, the editorial duties were 
handled by Mary Elizabeth Rutledge. She maintained the 
high standards set by the former editors and added several 
standard features, the main one being the publication of 
weekly cartoons, drawn by Kenneth Harbert. Donald Hill- 
man and Winston Walker handled the financial end of the 
paper for this year. 

During 1927-28 “The Don” made itself a powerful wave 
on the sea of junior college progress by striving always 
to direct the student opinion toward the best profect. Nor 
was it content to skim the sea-floor for the busy swim- 
mings of leading fish: “The Don” made news of its own. 
A song contest sponsored by the paper brought forth two 
new school songs which were written by Hazel Smith. 
“The Don” also was instrumental in holding a cartoon 
contest, which was won by Catherine Best. Algol art editor 
for that year. 

Through the California Junior College Press Associ- 
ation, an dthe Inter-Collegiate Press Association. contacts 
were made with similar publications. A syndicate of the 
newest junior college news was the outgrowth of these 
associations. Thelma Morehouse was in the editor's chair 
for that year, with C. C. Stewart as faculty advisor. 

With the beginning of the year of 1929 Ray Lindman 
assumed the duties of editor: Adelaide Mueller was as- 
sociate editor, Under the guidance of these two. “The Don” 
grew further, 


On November 6, 1929. exactly five years after the paper 


was organized. the following article appeared, written by 
the editor, Rodney Chamberlain: “The Don” enlarged 
from five to six columns with this issue to take care of 
the constantly increasing volume of news and advertising, 
In November of 1924, the J. C. News appeared as an in- 
sert in the local high school paper, and a month later be- 
came a separate paper. The name was changed to “The 
Don” in 1926, when the motif of the San Juan Capistrano 
Mission, that of old Spanish Dons. was adopted by the 
school. The five column paper continued from that time 
until ast year. when Chamberlain enlarged it to the pre- 
sent size. 

At the beginning of the second semester last year. John 
“Sky” Dunlap assumed the editorship. Three of the staff 
attended the press convention last March at Sacramento: 
Dunlap. editor; Herman Hoch. associate Oran 
Asa, sport editor: and Frank Mansur. business manager 
of the year book. At that convention, “The Don” 
page was given third place in the state for make-up.

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DON AND DONA 
SERVICE CLUBS 


HERE are six service clubs on the campus of Santa 
JT Ana junior college. which. like the Dons and Donas 
of old Spanish California. are mainly for the purpose of 
“lending a hand”. Social activity comes second. Most 
noteworthy of the undertakings of the college are spon- 
sored by one. or all of these clubs. Included in this class 
are the Junior Lions. Brotherhood of Bachelors. Sister- 
hood of Spinsters. Las Meninas Las Compania de los 
Gauchos. and Moay clubs. 

Membership to these clubs is by election. with the mem- 
bership in most cases limited to 25, Each semester a reg- 
ular rush period is held with the preference style of bid- 
ding employed. This last’ year the clubs agreed not to 
pledge anyone until after October 20. at which. all the 
clubs did their pledging. This is expected to be carried out 
from now on by the six clubs. After the period of pledge- 
ship. which varies in the clubs from four to six weeks. a 
period called by some “hell week™ terminates the pledge- 
ship. and the pledges are made full members. 

The oldest of these organizations is the Brotherhood of 
Bachelors. founded a few years ago by a group that de- 
clared that they were through with the weaker sex. Al- 
though originated in fun. the Brotherhood rapidly filled 
a place in school life that it still holds. Led this year by 
Warren Schutz. Grand Exalted Bachelor. it has been able 
to accomplish a great deal. During Frosh Week new stu- 
dents were welcomed by the Bachelors who wore flowing 
red ties and felt rolling pins. the club insignia. The auto 
caravans were sponsored by the fellows and rooting sec- 
tions were organized to support the football team. 

Socially the Bachelors have held a prominent place in 
the spotlight of college social events. It is the custom of 
the organization to hold a yearly dance. This is usually 
formal. The scene of last: year’s ball was the Lake Nor- 
conian club. [It is usually held) sometime in’ February. 
Mountain parties. beach) frolicks. and) informal dances 
have been their means of adding spice to study. 

The second club of this nature to originale on the local 
campus was also an organization for men. A den of Jun- 
ior Lions was created under the supervision of the Santa 
Ana Senior Lions club. Their first president: was Willard 
White. now a prominent Stanford student. They are a 
member of district four of the Federated District of Jun- 
ior Lions. which comprises California. Nevada. and Ha- 
wail. Eric Twist. associate member of the local den. is sec- 
retary of District’ Four. 

In the first year of the club's organization. they were 
hosts to the District convention, which was a three day 
affair. Last year. the club built the Student Center. north 
east of the main junior college building. They also put on 
a huge dance at the Santa Ana Country club. Every 
other meeting is a dinner-meeting. at Ketner’s cafe. 

Perhaps the outstanding accomplishment of the local 
Den this year. under the leadership of Ray Glesner, presi- 


dent. was the gigantic bonfire. rally, and class scrap im- 


mediately before the set-to with Fullerton J. C. An eight- 
room house was burned as a sacrifice to the great god. 
Football. 

The club has now made arrangements to help several 
of the needy families of Santa Ana this Christmas, by 
supplying groceries. A quartet is also being organized. and 
the local den is to be the host of the Fullerton Junior 
Lions club soon. The club has also been the guests of the 
Santa Ana Senior Lions several times. 

In socials activities the “cubs” have had their paws in 
several events. A dinner dance in Ketner’s Blue room was 
given a few weeks ago to entertain their lady friends. It 
has been th policy of the club to present a yearly dance. 
however. this year they have been given complete charge 
of what was formerly “ditch day”. Although it will not 
be until the second semester. they are making plans for 
a huge all-day school pienic at Irvine park. 

It was last year that three women’s service organiza- 
tions came into being. Sponsored by the Executive Board 
to fill in the co-ed’s lives the place that is filled by the 
men’s clubs. Clara Kate Owens, prominent alumnus. of 
the local J. C.. was the founder of the group known as 
the Sisterhood of Spinsters. Eighteen) girls were chosen 
as charter members. About these girls the organization was 
built. 

The Spinsters. with Betty Maloney as Supreme Spin- 
ster, have had a profitable semester, Serving as members 
of the introduction committee, they welcomed new students 
to the Local campus. Ticket sales for the Soph-Frosh dance 
were handled exclusively by this organization. The Spin- 
sters also proved their willingness to serve by assisting 
the Longfellows on the recent successful “fashion review” 

One of the outstanding social events of the season was 
the Formal dinner dance given by the Sisterhood to honor 
pledges newly taken into the organization. as well as es- 
corts of the pledges and members. It was held at the New- 
port Harbor Yacht club early in’ November. 

Another prominent group of co-eds that have banded 
together are known as the Las Meninas. Organized at ap- 
proximately the same time as the other women’s service 
clubs. they have chosen a Spanish tithe that. translated 
means “Hand maids of the Queen”. This title embodies 
their willingness to serve. They have played an important 
part in assisting on the refreshment committee of the Frosh 
week informal dance. At various times they have been 
able to assist the faculty as when recently thes helped 
for the installation of the local chapter of Phi Theta 
Kappa.

Football Season Is Huge Success

really determine Santa Ana’s start- 
ing lineup for the Long Beach con- 
test, which was to officially open the 
1930 Southern California junior col- 
lege conference season. 

Hundreds of fans gathered on 
Poly field October 11 to see the 
Santa Ana-Long Beach struggle for 
supremacy. The game was by far 
Santa Ana’s greatest ‘‘walk-away’’. 
The 19-to-0 victory which the Dons 
rang up that afternoon does not be- 
gin to tell the story. Making 21 first 
downs to Long Beach’s 2, Santa Ana 
outclassed its opponent in every way. 
Out of 13 attempted passes, the 
Beach city Vikings completed 2; the 
Dons failed in three attempts to pass. 
Two new Santa Ana gridmen_ step- 
ped into the limelight during the 
Santa Ana-Long Beach ceremony. 
Miles “Shorty” Privett and Bert Wil- 
kins, the former from Garden Grove 
and the latter from Anaheim, showed 
signs of future usefulness. Turning 
in a nice game at guard, Gene Ol- 
sen, letterman, placed Santa Ana in 
a scoring position during the second 
half when he intercepted a pass un- 
leashed by Parke, quarterback, on 
the first Vikine play after the Dons 
had surrendered the ball. 

Greatly handicapped by the loss of 
Clarence Hapes, who received an in- 
jury in the Long Beach game, the 
Dons entertained the Compton Tar- 
tars October 18 and drew a 6-to-6 
tie with a team which was soon to be- 
come the conference title-holder. Al- 
though the Dons were decisively out- 
played, they managed to insert a 
thorn in the Tartar aerial attack, 
launched late in the final period. En- 
tering the game with his head com- 
pletely bandaged, Tom “Fancy” Yan- 
cey, Compton’s star quarterback, was 
unable to get his bearings and was 
taken out of the game by Coach 
“Deacon” Pine. Yancey’s injury only 
slightly handicapped the Tartars, 
however, for Dell Canfield, another 
quarterback, was used in the Comp- 
ton backfield and made ‘‘monkeys”’ 
out of the Dons on several occasions.

The 
Pasadena Bulldogs kept the pigskin 
in Santa Ana territory for the first 
two stanzas, but the tide turned at 
the half, the Dons thrusting back the 
Bulldogs with line-bucks that netted 
five and six yards consistently. 
Smythe, Pasadena end, gave fans a 
thrill in the fourth quarter when he 
intercepted a pass from Emmett Sea- 
cord, who intended it for Hal Dun- 
ham. After a 60-yard goose-chase, 
Ervin Watkins nailed the Pasadena 
runner on the Bulldogs’ 18-yard rib- 
bon. 

Drawing a bye in the Southern 
California junior college conference, 
the Santa Ana gridmen journeyed to 
Phoenix, Arizona, November 1, to mix 
with Coach George Hoy’s Bears. The 
Phoenix junior college, losing to 
Santa Ana last season 56-to-0, Was 
no match for the mighty Cookmen 
again, the Arizonians succumbing 33- 
to-13. The main item of importance 
at Phoenix was that Orville Schuc- 
hardt, sensational Don quarterback 
of last year’s championship team, saw 
action for the first time this year. 
“And how that boy did go’’—was the 
favorable comment circulated a few 
days following the big intersectional 
tilt. Miles Privett, Clarence Hapes 
and Schuchardt were the chief. ball- 
packers for the Dons, while Captain 
Al Kluthe, Gene Olsen, Phillip Mar- 
tin, Kermit McCoy and Toby Groenow 
looked well on defense. 

Resuming its conference play the 
following week, Santa Ana_ faced 
Glendale on Poly field and was the 
victim of a 15-to-6 trouncing. The 
Buccaneers of Glendale did all that 
good football players should do. The 
rifling of passes timed with machine- 
like precision was rivaled only by the 
spectacular performance turned in by 
Jolley, fast-running fullback of Glen- 
dale, Emmett Seacord and Orville 
Schuchardt were the outstanding 
Dons in this attack, while Garman, 
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Jolly and Captain Berry of the Buc- 
caneers turned in nice games. Glen- 
dale’s victory was one of the greatest 
upsets of the conference, Santa Ana 
being expected to win by at least 
two touchdowns. 

Old Man Luck went in one direc- 
tion and Coach Bill Cook’s Dons in 
the other November 15 when Santa 
Ana and Los Angeles met at Los 
Angeles for the fifth round of con- 
ference play.

Continued From Page Three 
faculty influence, while in the junior 
college the students are encouraged 
to handle their own affairs, and have 
proved themselves capable of doing 
so. Even the requirements are dif- 


ferent. 

In the words of one member of 
the faculty: “I do not favor the 6-4-4 
plan. I believe there is too great a 
difference between the ages of our 
present high school junior and our 
junior college sophomores for them 
to be put together in one institution. 
The period from the junior year in 
high school to the sophomore year in 
junior college is, I think, one in which 
great changes come about in, ‘the 
minds and needs of the students, and 
a corresponding change is therefore 
necessary in the methods of instruc- 
tion and discipline.” 

“There has long been some agita- 
tion for a district junior college. 
Certainly, from the standpoint of the 
student, and he is the one most perm- 
antly affected, this plan would seem 
far better than to throw him in with 
the high school students. The faculty 
would be an all-college faculty, not 
having to teach both high school and 
college courses. Students would no 
doubt take things more seriously, 
would not tend to think of it as 
merely an extension to the high school 
curriculum. After all, what the stu- 
dent goes to junior college for is to 
get college training. The 6-4-4 plan is 
unjust to the one who plans to go on 
with his work, for he is a junior in 
standing, but in training and. atti- 
tude he is only a freshman. 

“Under the plan of a district jun- 
ior college, a modified course of study 
could be obtained more easily than 
in a school where high school disci- 
pline is carried out. The student 
would be benefitted and the district 
would be doing a real service to the 
youth of the county Certainly Orange 
county can support a college.

Continued From Page Eleven 
date. This time of the year was a 
great period of feasting for the An- 
cient Romans who paid homage to 
the returning sun. When the Christ- 
ian faith began to spread, the cele- 
bration of Christmas took place at 
the same time as this pagan festival. 
The Emperor Diocletian objected, 
however, and ordered churches burn- 
ed while Christmas was being cele- 
brated. But when Emporer Constan- 
tine assumed rule, he sanctioned the 
new faith and Christmas has remain- 
ed an established custom ever since. 

The Saxons and Goths had a sim- 
ilar festival to that of the Romans, 
in honor of the god Thor, called 
Yule. Many of our present day tra- 
ditions trace their origin to these 
people. The Yule log was supposed to 
burn all night; if it went out, it was 
a sign of bad luck. This superstition 
is still held by many peasants of 
Northern England, who religiously 
save a “bit of tinder” from the burn- 
ing log of the preceeding year with 
which to light the Yule log of the 
following year. 

The origin of the Christmas tree 
is also surrounded by a beautiful leg- 
end, It is said that St. Boniface con- 
verted the German clans from their 
pagan religion to that of Christian- 
ity, and in so doing supplemented 
their sacrificial “Thunder Oak” to 
the fir, symbolizing love and_ bro- 
therhood. Many countries take credit 
for beginning the custom of the 
lighted Christmas tree. One legend 
is of Martin Luther who, it is said, 
placed candles on his tree in an at- 
tempt to duplicate the wondrous 
beauties of God’s stars. 

Old Santa Cuas, the very verifi- 
cation of the Yule-tide, is also a tra- 
dition tracing its origin to the very 
beginning of Christianity. The name 
Santa Claus comes from St. Nick- 
olas, who is said to have been Nich- 
olas Archbishop of Myra during the 
fourth century. He rode on a white 
horse and was attended, on Christ- 
mas eve, by the souls of little chil- 
dren. So on Yule-tide the little folk 
placed their shoes on the doorstep 
filled with oats. In the morning, if 
they were good children, the oats 
had disappeared and nuts and apples 
had taken their place. 

In recent years, in America, the 
beautiful and unselfish custom of a 
community Christmas tree is spread- 
ing. Although begun by a few small 
towns, New York City took up the
